OPINION OF THE POLISH JEWS RESPECT- 
ING CHRISTIANITY. 

The Jews are far more namerons in 
Poland, than in any other country upon 
the globe. ‘The principal efforts of the 
London Jews Society are now directed 
to this quarter, and with encouraging 
prospects of success. The Rev. Mr. Al- 
exander, a converted Israclite, who was 
ordained some time since by the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, and who has recently 
visited Poland as a missionary of that So- 
ciety, writes from Posen under date of 
January last, as follows : 

* The Lord gave me another gracious 
token of his mercy at Posen. 1! wrote to 
my brother, who is Rabbi to a large Jew- 
ish congregation twelve miles from Posen, 
informing him of my arrival, and request- 
ing that we might have a meeting. I had 
very faint hopes of his compliance, as he 
bas been most bitter against me since my 
baptism. His letter, however, expressed 
a wish to meet me half way from Posen. 
{ immediately set off, and bad the un- 
speakable satisfaction of embracing my 
brother, not as an enemy, even for the 
Gospel’s sake, but full of brotherly love 
and affection, and even giving me credit 
for sincerity. I stated to him the Gospel, 
and declared also to him an account of 
the hope that was in me. He acknowl- 
edged that he had not given the subject 
due consideration, but he promised he 
would. He told me what is very impor- 
tant, viz, that it %s generally expected 
among the Jews, that the coming genera- 
tion will embrace Christianity, and that Ju- 
daism 1s fast dying ‘away. Time would 
not allow him to be much with us, and we 
parted, praying together that the Lord 
would open his eyes to behold his glory, 
as it shines in the face of-Jesne and that 
we may both be united in his love, and 
become brothers io Christ. I have since 
received a kind letter from bim, which 
encourages me to hope that our meeting 
was notin vain.

THE PERSECUTING HUSBAND, &

Home Missionary Society, in London, on 
the 17th of June, the following anecdote 
from the Report, excited a very strong 
sensation among the audience, and was 
followed by an enthusiastic burst of ap- 
plause.

The first seal to the ministry of 
your missionary was a poor woman, the 
wife of a day laborer. Previously to 
this time they bad lived very happily. to- 
gether : but now the husband became a 
bitter persecutor, and because his wife 
would not relinquish the service of God, 
he frequently tarned her out of doors in 
the night, and during the winter season. 

The_ wife being ‘ a prudent woman,’ did 
not expose this cruelty to her neighbours, 

but, on the contrary, to avoid théir obser- 
vation, she went into the adjacent fields 

and betook herself to prayer. Greatly 

distressed, but not in despair, her only en- 

couragement was that with God all things 

are possible ; she therefore resolved to 

set apart one hour every day, to pray for 

the conversion of her persecuting hus- 

band. This she was enabled to do, with- 

out missing one day for a whole year.—

The Boards of the Connecticut Baptist Ed- 
ucation Society, and of the Convention, held 
their quarterly meeting in this city on Tues- 
day and Wednesday last. agreeably to ap- 
pointment. A particular notice of the doings 
of the Education Board. will be published in 
this paper next week. 

The meeting of the Board of the Convention 
was very harmonious. The cases of the vari- 
ous churches who had made application for as- 
sistance in the support of the ministry, were 
severally attended to. These calls are con- 
tinually multiplying, and it will require a great 
degree of liberality, both on the part of the 
churches applying for aid, and also on the part 
of the friends of Domestic Missions generally, 
to meet, to any considerable extent the calls 
which are made. 

Unless it shall appear, that applicants are 
disposed to help themselves to tbe utmost ex- 
tent of their power, the Board will not feel 
justified in aiding them, by the appropriation 
of the comparatively scanty means placed at 
their disposal. 

Those churches that are feeble, but are dis- 
posed conscientiously to do all they can for 
the support of the Gospel, cannot fail of secur- 
ing the Christian sympathy, and prompt atten- 
tion of their brethren. 

At every new survey of the field of labour, 
the Board discover new objects of interest to 
attract the attention, and elicit their labours 
and their prayers. There are still many des- 
titute places, and many solitary churches to 
be supplied, and many obstacles to be over- 
come. Our circumstances as a denomination, 
call loudly for much bumble, persevering 
prayer, connected with patient and united la- 
bour. We doubt not the cause in which we 
are engaged 1s the Lord's, aod it must pre- 
vail. The Ageut of the Convention is now in 
Rhode Island, engaged in extending the cir- 
culation of the * Secretary” in that State.

in fact, so far as chemistry can discover, noth- 
ing but pure charcoal in a state of chrystaili- 
zation. Itis scarcely less extraordinary, if 
any thing can be counted extraordinary rela- 
ting to Sir isaac Newton, that he should have 
discovered by conjecture, this combustible 
property of the diamond, long before it was 
experimentally proved by burning it. He 
had remarked thaf all substances are coribus- 
tible, which have great power of refracting 
light or bending it out of its direction. Ain- 
ber, for example, and sulphur, are combusti- 
ble, and at the same time strongly refractive. 
By generalizing the remark, Newton inferred 
that both the diamond and water are combus- 
tible, an inference now fully established in 
both instances. Before the lustre and water 
of the diamond can be well understood, the re- 
fraction of light must be thoroughly known.
